Applicant submits the following statement of the substance of the interview 
conducted at the United States Patent and Trademark Office on July 10, 2007 in 
compliance with 37 CFR § 1.133. Present at the interview was Examiner Kevin D. 
Mew. Also present, representing the Applicant, were Edward J. Kessler and Salvador M. 
Bezos. 

During the interview of July 10, 2007, the undersigned noted that Whittaker (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,968,167) did not teach or suggest that "each of the resource units 
implements a portion of instruction types occurring in each of the threads" as recited in 
independent claims 1, 11, and 21. The Examiner agreed that the resource units of the 
present application have the capability to process a subset of instructions, whereas the 
media control core of Whittaker is a general purpose processing unit capable of 
processing the entire set of instructions.
